Several interviews with Mr. Younger Alexander, President of the Paris, 
North Middletown & Mt. Sterling Traction line, and several notices in the Lex- 
ington papers, stating that the surveys of this line proved that the cost of 
building same would be such an amount that it was not at all practicable to 
build the road, and that the project would be abandoned, were simply a mis- 
representation of facts in the case. To size it up about right you may look 
upon it as another bluff of Lexington’s, for in the same breath almost the 
same paper gave notice of active steps being taken in that city to secure a line 
to North Middletown via Clintonville.

The facts in regard to this line from Paris to Mt. Sterling via North Mid- 
dleton are these, no estimates have been|made on the surveys taken, for they 
will not be completed until April the 26th. Furthermore, the people of Mt. 
Sterling, who have been at the mercy of the C. & O. R. R. for years, are en- 
thusiastic for this traction line ; the people of North Middletown, who are shut 
off from all railroad connection, are more than enthusiastic, and, in fact, the 
people all along the line from Paris to Mt. Sterling are anxious to give the 
right of way. It has only been but a few days since capitalists wired for the 
estimates, that have been alleged by Lexington papers to be so high as to 
make the line not at all practicable, whn no estimates have ever been made. 
They are nervy bluffers. The men in this county that are at the head of this 
entreprise are not in it for any graft, they believe it to be a much needed jroad 
and one that will be a winner from a business standpoint. We are reliably in- 
formed that the cost of^construction of this road will not be at such figures as j 
to make it out of the question, but will be far below what was at first claimed 
it would cost. That everything is paid for as far as they have gone, and that 
the prospects for the building of theJParis, North Middletown & Mt. Sterling 
Traction line were exceedingly'encouraging and looked like we were sure to 
have the road, notwithstanding the reports sent out from Lexington to the 
contrary.

SURE TO HAVE NATURAL GAS. 

Our citizens areTagitated over the prospect of having natural gas piped to 
our city. Thursday night. Judge Hannon Stitt, representing the natural gas 
people, appeared before the City Council, asking for a franchise to enter the 
city. I The Council asked for more time, so they could investigate the matter 
thoroughly Jiefore acting, as the document the Judge presented was quite 
lengthy. 

With natural gas here, means more than can be estimated by us for our 
people. We are now paying $1.50 for lights and $1.25 for fuel gas, which is 
claimed as low as coal gas can be sold for in Paris, taking in consideration the 
number of consumers. Natural gas will be 25 cents for both light and fuel. 
It means that the poorest as well as the rich can light, and heat their homes 
and do their cooking with gas at such a price as will hardly be felt by them, 
when you take in consideration the price of lights and fuel now. 

We do not know what arrangement will be made by the Paris Gas Light 
Copmany and the natural gas people. Tbe mains now in use by the Paris com- 
pany can 'easily be used for the natural gas and it is hoped that the two com- 
panies will get together and make staisfactory arrangements. This would be 
the proper solution, for we do not care to see our streets tom up again, and 
then, too, no coal gas company can Jpossibly live in competition with natural 
gas. The natural gas company is using the mains of the Lexington Gas Com- 
pany in that city and no doubt similar arrangements will be made with our 
people. 

The natural gas people want to come here and we know no one will raise 
his hand or voice to keep them out. This is a case where the people of Paris 
have set still and were lucky enough to have this good thing brought to 
their doo/ without an effort on their part. There are other good things fibating 
around that our city could get for the asking, but no, they are happy and con- 
tented and will take a long chance as in this case. We are lucky if we are not

I WHY DO WE SAY THE HARE 
LAYS EASTER EGqS? 

Why do we say that the hare lays 
the gily colored eggs which delight the 
hearts of children on Easter morning^ 
Why give him the credit, instead of the 
squirrel, the weasel or any other ani- 
mal ? 

No one can tell positively. We only 
know that we are following a tradition 
so ancient that we cannot trace its 
origin. Going back to the dim ages of 
the past, we find the hare regarded as 
a sacred animal by different races in all 
I corners of the world. ^ Even the Ameri- 
can Indians, who knew nothing about 
Easter, until brought under the influ- 
ence of Christian missionaries, cele- 
brated at certain seasons, the feast of 
the Great Hare. In the sixth century 
B. C. the inhabitants of what is now 
England, revered the hare as sacred to 
Ostara, the goddess of dawn and 
spring. 

The natives of South Africa claim 
that the spots on the moon form the 
perfect image of a hare, and account 
for its presence there by the following 
legend ; 

Once upon a time the moon com- 
manded the hare to take this message 
to the children of men : “As the moon 
sets and rises again every 30 days, so 
shall ye also die and rise again.” The 
mischevious hare, however, purposely 
changed the wording of the moon’s 
message, and said to the natives : 

“Even as I die, and do not rise again, 
so shall ye also die to rise no more.” 

When the hare returned and con- 
fessed what he had done, the moon 
was so angry that she dealt the hare 
a severe blow upon his upper lip, caus- 
ing it ^ to split. To this day the hare 
has a split lip, which fact in natural 
history is supposed to be strfficient 
proof of the truth of this legend, to 
convince even the most incredulous. 
The hare was so chagrined and fright- 
ened that he ran away and hid, and has 
never since that day been able to over- 
come his timidity. The hare is consid- 
ered a sacred animal in all Asiatic 
countries, where the religion of Budda 
prevails.
